Test Unity

Democrats put their new unity 
to the test today with consider­ 
ation of a reform-filled charter 
after hurling an economic lead­ 
ership challenge to President 
Ford in the opening session of 
their miniconvention. 
Spirited debate was predicted 
by party officials as the Demo­ 
crats prepared to adopt the first 
written constitution for a major 
American political party. But 
once-combative faction leaders 
were striving to hold the lid on a 
negotiated compromise. 
The chief points of contention 
by blacks and women was a 
section which banished quotas 
from party rules and portions of 
the 
document 
which 
would 
make future credentials chal­ 
lenges more difficult. 
However, 
black 
leaders 
talked down walkout threats by 
some of their number and pre­ 
dicted most w ould abide by the 
result, no matter who won the 
floor fight today. 
The Democrats' fire was all 
aimed at the White House Fri­ 
day night as they unveiled a 
seven point program which 
they promised to push through 
Congress as a counterattack to 
Ford’s handling of the troubled 
economy. 
The program proposed by the 
Democrats includes across-the- 
board controls which would 
cover not only wages and prices 
but interest, profits and rents 
and would be run by an agency 
answerable to Congress. 
Other proposals were a public 
service jobs program, tax re­ 
form and tax cuts for low-and 
middle-income families, a na­ 
tional health care program, a 
stringent energy conservation 
effort, better antitrust and 
price-fixing regulation, and re­ 
vival of the Depression-era Re­ 
construction 
Finance 
Corpo­ 
ration to help ailing businesses, 
coupled with lower 
interest 
rates and credit rationing.

Republicans 
Eye Reform 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
publican reformers are trying 
to get the party to adopt rules 
designed to attract more wom­ 
en. minorities, young people 
and the poor. 
Forces led by Rep. Margaret 
Heckler, R-Mass., were to 
make their suggestions today to 
a GOP committee created by 
the 1972 Republican National 
Convention 
to 
recommend 
changes in delegate selection 
and convention procedure. 
The Heckler forces hoped to 
win endorsement for strength­ 
ening the draft rules at a break­ 
fast meeting of a subcommittee 
considering delegate selection 
standards. Full com m ittee 
approval would be needed 
later. 
Any changes affecting dele­ 
gate selection would have to be 
adopted by the 1976 convention 
to take effect in 1980. 
The “Rule 29“ committee, 
which opened 
its 
three-day 
meeting here Friday night, is 
due to formulate its recommen­ 
dations by Jan. 1. 
Sen. Peter V. Dominici of 
New Mexico and Missouri Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond have 
worked closely with Rep. Heck­ 
ler in seeking to strengthen 
delegate selections rules. 
They hoped to reinstate pro­ 
posed mandates on states to es­ 
tablish state positive action 
plans, to prove they are reach­ 
ing out to groups 
under­ 
represented in the Republican 
party, and to provide for Re­ 
publican National Committee 
monitoring of their progress. 
While stressing that 
they 
don’t sanction quotas or pres­ 
sure on states to show a pro­ 
portional representation of 
delegates according to the 
population, 
the 
Heckler 
reformers would have the state 
plan be considered by* con­ 
vention credentials officials as 
a key to the certification of 
delegates.

Jet Hijackers 
Surrender 
To PLO 


Thant Funeral Pledge 
Quells Burma Protest 


LONDON (AP) — A threat­ 
ened popular uprising in Burma 
apparently has been averted by 
a government promise to grant 
a hero’s funeral for former 
United 
Nations 
secretary- 
general U Thant, according to 
diplomatic sources in London. 
The sources said the govern­ 
ment of Gen. Ne Win has de­ 
cided not to take reprisals 
against an estimated 6,000 stu­ 
dents and Buddhist monks who 
seized the casket containing 
Thant's body during a funeral 
procession on Thursday. 
In Rangoon, the students and 
monks still held the body at the 
Rangoon University campus to­ 
day . City officials proposed that 
Thant be buried in a tomb near 
Rangoon's Shwedagon Pagoda, 
but the students refused the of­ 
fer and were building a tomb 
for him on the campus 
The site chosen by the pro­ 
testers once was occupied by a 
Student Union Building, which 
was demolished by the govern­ 
ment 12 years ago. The govern­ 
ment’s original plan was to 
bury Thant at Rangoon's Kyan- 
daw Cemetery. 
All schools, colleges and uni­ 
versities in Burma have been 
closed by government following 
the funeral incident. 


The protest has been without 
violence from either the stu­ 
dents or the government. The 
diplomatic reports in London 
said a major confrontation be­ 
tween them probably was 
averted by the participation in 
the protest of monks, who con­ 
stitute a powerful force in this 
South Asian Buddhist country. 
Thant, 65, was UN.secretary 
general from 1961 to 1971. He 
died in New York on Nov. 25. 
His remains arrived in Ran­ 
goon Sunday and were to have 
been entombed Thursday night 
at the city’s Kyandaw Ceme­ 
tery. 
The London diplomatic re­ 
ports said the body was taken, 
with the consent of Thant’s 
lamily, to Rangoon University, 
where it lay in state Friday un­ 
der a vigil by students and 
Buddhist monks. The students 
and monks reportedly were de­ 
manding a shrme for Thant 
‘‘befitting a man of his stat­ 
ure” 
The abduction apparently 
was sparked by the govern­ 
ment’s refusal to provide buses 
for mourners to attend Thant’s 
funeral. The sources said the 
incident capped a long period of 
Burmese discontent with Ne 
Win. 


TUNIS. Tunisia (AP) - Four 
dissident Palestinian guerrillas 
who hijacked a British plane to 
Tunis last month and executed 
a passenger have voluntarily 
surrendered to the Palestine 
L ib e ra tio n 
O rg a n iz a tio n , 
Interior 
M inister 
Taher 
Belkhodja 
announced 
today. 


The move was a victory for 
the PLO, which has repeatedly 
condemned the hijacking and 
the execution of the German 
passenger and demanded it be 
given custody of the guerrillas 
in order to put them on trial. 
If the trial takes place it will 
be the first time the PLO has 
tried guerrillas for hijacking. 
Seven other Palestinians who 
were flown here from custody 
in Egypt and Holland also were 
handed over to the PLO, and all 
11 left Tunisia for an undis­ 
closed destination, Belkhodja 
said. 
The hijackers surrendered to 
Tunisian authorities Nov.25 
after holding the VC10 and its 
passengers and crew hostage 
here. They were given an oral 
promise that they would not be 
handed over to the PLO. 
But President Habib Bour- 
guiba later said in a newspaper 
interview the hijackers would 
be put in PLO custody if they 
agreed in advance on the move. 
Massachusetts 
To Test All 
Drinking Water 


LAWRENCE, Mass. (AP) 
Massachusetts will become the 
first state in the nation to test 
all of its drinking water for po­ 
tentially dangerous organic 
compounds, 
state 
health 
authorities say. 
The Department of Public 
Health announced Friday that a 
new state-developed technique 
would be used to test all 1,400 
drinking water sources in the 
Bay 
State 
by 
the 
end 
of 
Januarv. 
JohnC.Collins, director of the 
d epartm ent's 
Division 
of 
Environmental Health, said the 
state has developed a fast, rela­ 
tively inexpensive device for 
testing water to see if it con­ 
tains organic compounds that 
might cause cancer — a fluor- 
ometric spectrophotometer. 
He said that if suspect organ­ 
ic compounds are found in any 
state water source, samples 
will be sent to the US. Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Agency 
laboratory in Cincinnati for de­ 
tailed analysis to determine 
any potential health problem, 
Previous methods of analyz­ 
ing the presence of water-borne 
organic compounds, some of 
which are suspected of causing 
cancer, took eight days, Collins 
said 
The new device, developed at 
the Public Health D epart­ 
ment’s I^awrence Experiment 
Station, can run a test 
in 
minutes and do up to 100 per 
day, he said 
Massachusetts massive test 
program is possible only be­ 
cause of the new device, which 
cost about $22.ooo to make and 
could be mass produced for use 
by other states, Collins said.

6 Children 
Perish In 
Home Fire 


BEACON, NY. (AP) - Six 
children perished when a fire 
swept through a home early to­ 
day, authorities reported. 
Juan Claudio and his wife. 
Alesandro, escaped without 
serious injuries, police said. 
The couple, parents of four of 
the children, were under seda­ 
tion at a hospital following the 
blaze. The two other children, 
believed to be cousins, were 
visiting the family, police said 
“We think it started from the 
gas stove in the kitchen.' said 
Fire Chief 
Joe 
Catalano. 
“Probably gas leaked during 
the night ... and then the whole 
place went up." 
The fire broke out at about 
7.30 a.m. 
Earlier this morning, a moth­ 
er and two of her children per­ 
ished in a fire in Canisteo, NY.

Ford Concerned 
At Jobless Rate 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Ford administration is review­ 
ing the worsening economic sit­ 
uation and may ask Congress 
tor new antirecession legisla­ 
tion 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said Friday the 
unemployment rate of 6.5 pr 
cent is “a source of great con­ 
cern" to President Ford. 
“As we decide to take new 
steps they will be announced,” 
Nessen said. 
Meanwhile, the Federal Re­ 
serve* Board took action to 
counter the recession. The Fed 
lowered from 8 to 7,75 per cent 
the rate of interest it charges 
banks for borrow mg in the New 
York 
and 
Philadelphia 
districts. 
The action, which probably 
will spread to the other reserve 
districts around the country, 
makes it easier for banks to 
borrow the money they need to 
lend to other sectors of the* 
economy. 
It was the strongest move so 
far in the Fed's effort to ease 
the money supply. 
The unemployment rate, now 
at its highest level since 1961. is 
expected to continue to in­ 
crease Thousands of layoffs, 
especially in the auto industry, 
have been announced since the 
latest government samplings 


Reacting to the unemploy 
ment statistics, the New York 
Stock Exchange closed at a 12- 
vear low. 


WASHINGTON iAP) 
A sa 
result of the Vladivostok agree­ 
ment, the United States may 
build additional $1 billion Tri­ 
dent submarines beyond the ten 
now planned. Secretary of De­ 
fense James R. Schlesinger has 
indicated. 
This country also is likely to 
increase its planned force of 
bombers if the Soviet missile 
pattern develops in a worri­ 
some fashion 
in 
the years 
ahead. Schlesinger said at a 
Friday news conference. 
The aim of these changes 
would be to shift much of the 
U.S. nuclear striking force to 
moving platforms and thus re­ 
duce its vulnerability to a pos­ 
sible knockout blow from thou­ 
sands of Soviet warheads. 
A large part of the U.S. nu­ 
clear force now is represented 
by 1,054 intercontinental ballis­ 
tic missiles in stationary land 
bases. 
A total of 656 missiles are 
mounted in 41 
Polaris and 
Poseidon submarines 
Ten of these Polaris subma­ 
rines were due to be replaced 
by bigger Trident subs with 
longer-range missiles. 
But Schlesinger said Friday 
that, depending on the future 
mix of the Soviet missile force, 
“we would lean in the direction 
of additional Tridents." 
lie disclosed one change in 
planning already resulting 
from the U.S.-Soviet agreement 
at Vladivostok to put a common 
ceiling on the numbers of mis­ 
siles and bombers tor both the 
United States and Russia but 
not to limit the size of missiles 
or numbers of warheads on 
them. 
At 
his news conference, 
Schlesinger praised the new­ 
ts .- S o v ie t arm s limitation 


agreement as a “major step 
forward.” 
But. while applauding the 
mutual ceiling on total numbers 
of 
missiles and 
bombers, 
Schlesinger showed concern 
that the Russians might choose 
to deploy many of the permitted 
1.320 multiple warhead missiles 
in land bases, and a lesser 
number at sea in submarines. 
That would give the Russians 
a huge nuclear punch because 
some of the new types of Soviet 
land-based missiles due to be 
deployed soon have been tested 
with up to six and eight war­ 
heads each, compared with the 
three warheads on U.S. Minute- 
man ICBMs.

— Although a new coal contract 
was officially ratified at mid­ 
night Thursday, several dis­ 
sident groups of miners re­ 
mained off the job Friday. 
Many miners in Illinois and 
southern West Virginia didn’t 
go back to work with their 
shifts, the first to enter the 
mines since 
the nationwide 
walkout began Nov 12. 
Picket lines were formed out­ 
side UMW mines in Illinois by 
some of the 4.400 construction 
workers still negotiating a con­ 
tract with the Association ol 
Bituminous Contractors, 
the 
bargaining arm for the in­ 
dustry’s construction workers 
One 
Illinois 
construction 
worker placed a newspaper ad 
asking miners to stay off the job 
m sympathy. 
United Mine Workers Presi­ 
dent Arnold Miller asked that 
construction workers not inter­ 
fere with returning miners, 
adding that the UMW could be 
sued and might possibly be 
liable lor damages. 
Kenneth Dawes of the UMW 
district in Illinois said he be­ 
lieved some miners would stay 
off the job. 
In southern West Virginia’s 
District 29, many miners were 
debating whether to continue 
the strike because the approved 
contract did not include a pro­ 
vision granting the right to 
strike over local issues. 
Workers in other areas were 
reportedly drifting back to be­ 
gin preliminary inspections of 
the mines. A call was sent out 
that full scale production is 
planned to begin with the mid­ 
night shift Sunday. 
Coal-related 
industries, 
in­ 
cluding steel mills and rail­ 
roads. have begun making 


plans for a resumption of oper­ 
ation. Rail cars were moved 
into position to haul coal after 
the ratification announcement 
was made Thursday. And a US. 
Steel spokesman said about 
18,000 workers laid off during 
the strike will be called back 
gradually as coal supplies are 
received at the depleted mill 
sites. A spokesman said it 
would take about 10 days to 
build up coal supplies at the 
mills. 


The Norfolk & Western rail­ 
way. which laid oti over 1.200 
workers, said it would call the 
men back as business returns to 
normal The carrier said it lost 
over 
$21 
million 
in 
coal 
revenues during the three-week 
walkout. 


The Chessie System said it 
would return tn normal em­ 
ployment by next Wednesday, 
barring further picketing which

America's Successful Diplomacy 


T hree years ago. Henry Kissinger slipped into 
Peking under a sense cloak of se c re o as the 
U nited States sought to norm alize relations w ith 
the giant Com m unist nation 
A few days ago, Kissinger was back in Peking 
— his seventh trip — and the excursion was 
about as exciting as a trip to the corner grocery 
What a difference 36 months can m ake 
The fact that such a trip could be m ade with 
very little stir dem onstrates how 
well the 
diplom atic effort has worked — at least so far. 
TOPICS COVERED 
in the Kissinger visit 
included im provem ent erf trade between the tw*o 
countries and improved status for each country’s 
diplom ats staying in each other’s capitals. 
More subtle areas of m utual concern were 
explored indirectly. Since the Chinese still are 
having their problem s with the Soviet Union, 
they are particularly interested in the status of 
U. S. * Soviet relations. Thus, they were able to 
get a first-hand report from Kissinger on the 
sum m it m eeting between President Ford and 
Leonid Brezhnev. 
The visit also afforded Kissinger an op-

nity to see what is going on within the 
tse leadership which is puzzling China

By the sam e token, the Chinese are confused 
somewhat by the political picture in the United 
States, too. Richard Nixon, who engineered the 
breakthrough in relations between the two 
countries, is out of office President Ford is an 
unknown quantity to the Chinese. 
K issinger’s visit indicated the United States 
still is walking a fine line between China and the 
Soviet Union that perm its norm al relations with 
each without raising the fear in either that some 
kind of deal is being pulled. 
THAT FACT and still-sim m ering feud bet­ 
ween China and the Soviet Union seem to in­ 
dicate 
the 
three-cornered 
relationship 
will 
rem ain relatively stable for some tim e and will 
permit the United States to concentrate on other 
diplomatic areas of greater urgency such as the 
Middle East. 
The changes which have occurred in the cold 
w ar stances of the United States. China and the 
Soviet Union are rem arkable and have lessened 
the chances for a global war. 
It is an irony of history that the man respon­ 
sible for this more reasonable international 
scene, Richard M. Nixon, is discredited and out 
of office 
Obviously the world has a long way to go 
before every body can breathe easy, but over-all, 
the last three years of U. S. diplomatic efforts 
would have to be viewed as highly successful.

only that she plans to “ do my 5 
best." 
One need not be a pessim ist to 
conclude her best may not in 
itself be enough Mrs. Keys and 
other freshm en will, to effect 
real change in the nation, have 
to begin with effecting real 
change in the Congress. Despite . 
the large congressional tu r­ 
nover n.anadated by the past 
election — one of every five 
m em bers of the 94th legislature 
will 
be 
a 
first-term er, 
the 
Congress will hardly change. 
The sam e system , ruled by the 
sam e tribal chiefs, will prevail. 
As long as it does and they do 
progress will come hard. 
A 
co n g ressm an 
nam ed 
E verett B urkhalter said it for 
truth in the mid-1960s when, 
announcing 
his re tire m e n t 
after only one year in office, he 
observed sourly: T could see I 
w asn’t going to get anyxvhere 
Nobody 
listens to what you 
have to say here until you've 
been here 10 or 12 years " 
THIS IT IS THE RULE that 
freshm en leg islato rs spend 
their fiesty first years talking to 
nobody, 
bringing 
about 
nothing. Then by the tim e they 
do accum ulate experience, and 
xxith it power, their reform ist 
energy 
is often spent, 
and 
therefore, now benefiting from 
the sx stem , they opt to preserve 
it. 
And 
w hat 
is 
p re se rv e d , 
thereby, is a body not so much 
of 
individual 
initiative, 
but 
com m ittee routine Members of 
Congress do not m ake laws, 
co m m ittees 
do. 
And 
the 


.committees are seldom if evep 
influenced 
by 
incom ing 
c o n g ressp erso n s, 
how ever 
enthusiastic or well meaning. 
Indeed, the com m ittees are 
seldom influenced by any save 
th eir c h a irm a n and senior 
members. 
It was Phillip Campbell, a 
1920s chairm an of the House 
Rules Committee, and as Mrs. 
Keys a Kansan, who brought 
this point home foreverm ore 
w hen 
he 
told 
a 
slightly 
criticizing m em bership: “ You 
can go to hell. It makes no 
difference what a majority of 
you decide. If it m eets with my 
disapproval it shall not be done. 
I am the com m ittee.” 


When a group of religion 
editors picked the most influen­ 
tial Christians in the world to­ 
day, they naturally included 
Biily G raham . What no one 
anticipated was the staggering 
popularity of the man from 
Montreal and the rather invisi­ 
ble stature of the remaining 
list. Just completing his 25th 
year as an evangelist, Dr. Billy 
G raham now emerges as not 
only 
a 
leading 
C hristian 
spokesm an but probably a 
global celebrity known to as 
many people as Mao or the 
Beatles (the who?). 
HERE ARE 
some obvious 
reasons for G raham ’s soaring 
success, which has put him in 
the front rank of world per­ 
sonalities: 
1. He is an attractive, articu­ 
late speaker in a time when 
public speaking seems to be a 
lost art. His m essage, regarded 
as too conservative and funda­ 
mental by m any, is filled with 
co n tem p o rary illu stratio n s, 
quotes from the New York 
T im es, and sa tu ra te d with 
Biblical scenes. This proclam a­ 
tion of the Gospel worked well 
in Los Angeles (25 years ago in 
tent m eetings) and travels just 
as well today on television. 
2. Graham has a solid ecu­ 
menical base. Although strong 
in his Southern Baptist convic­ 
tions, Billy has always required 
.interdenominational 
support 
for his local crusades. Thus 
Christians of all brands and 
persuasions, rank and stand­ 
ing. have shared in the sponsor­ 
ship of G raham ’s preaching. 
Early in his m inistry, Billy 
integrated his staff and his pub­ 
lic meetings. For this he en­ 
joyed the rage of racist church­ 
men but gained the broad pub­ 
lic following that now extends 
throughout the Third World and 
into Asia. 
3. Organizational loyalty. In 


this world of drift and change 
and 
m anagem ent 
jum ping 
around, it is am azing to note the 
number of executives, asso­ 
ciate evangelists and business 
types that have been with G ra­ 
ham for more than 20 years 
Furtherm ore, in spite of small- 
fry criticism of the booming 
success of the G raham enter­ 
prise, there has never been a 
major scandal in the ranks of 
this Minneapolis outfit. They 
account for the money received 
and the people employed .... If 
only Richard Nixon could have 
really asked for help before 
entering that 
moral swamp 
called W atergate. 
4. Graham knows how to use 
the media. His films, publica­ 
tions, and books appear all over 
the map The m assive rally in 
Rio de Janeiro recently was cli­ 
maxed by a public meeting of 
nearly 250,000 people. In Brazil, 
the Graham team had been 
working for more than a year, 
hitting the airw ays in Portu­ 
guese. As part of the Brazilian 
effort, representatives of the 
Graham organization set up a 
school for Christian writing, 
again operating in Portuguese. 
5. Billy knows where 
the 
people are. His m essage is for 
the masses. Within a three- 
month period he will be a guest 
on the Tonight show, grant a 
personal interview to the Na­ 
tional Enquirer and write an 
Op-Ed piece for the New York 
Times. He talks with the Jesus 
kids out on the fringe and knows 
the score of the last Dallas 
Cowboys’ game. Graham now 
seems to stand alone. P resi­ 
dents come and go, new popes 
are elected and retire, sports 
figures and movie stars glitter 
and fade. And here is G raham 
at 55 with another 20 years of 
world audience. No one here 
wotild be surprised to learn that 
Billy will be preaching in Cairo 
next year and Peking the fol­ 
lowing. 


SO MRS. KEYS’ 
vision of 
better leadership times may be 
naively myopic. For 200 years 
newly elected m em bers have 
been prom ising political and 
governm ental reform , yet the 
nation has never been in such 
great need of both. Even when 
the reform ers do m ake a point, 
it seem s, the system dooms it: 
the Legislative Reorganization 
Act of 1970, seeking to elim inate 
secrecy 
from 
com m ittee 
decisions, ruled henceforth that 
com m ittee roll calls be m ade 
public — chairm en now get 
around the law by not taking 
roll calls 
Ralph Waldo Em erson once 
d escrib ed 
C ongress 
as 
a 
"stan'Juig insurrection.” Mark 
Twafii said it was our only 
“distinctly 
native-American 
crim inal class.” Perhaps both 
were right. Cheers again, Mrs.

emergency health services of 
the highest quality available to 
all citizens. 
The same group had met a 
month earlier to review the 
current status of emergency 
health services and discuss the 
need and rationale for creating 
a regional coordinating council. 
Agreeing at that meeting to 
form a council, the group au­ 
thorized the creation of a seven 
member organizational com­ 
mittee to recommend on the 
structure and purpose of the 
new council. 
The meetings are being spon­ 
sored by the Mahoning Valley 
Health Planning Association, 
with William J. Harnisch, 
president of MVHPA as tempo­ 
rary chairman. 


IN CREATING the Council, 
to be called the Eastern Ohio 
Regional Emergency 
Health 
Services Coordinating Council, 
the group adopted several 
recommendations from the or­ 
ganizational committee. Thus 
the group took the position that 
a single agency, whose sole 
concern would be with emer­ 
gency health services, should 
be entrusted with the continued 
development of those services 
throughout the area, and that 
the Council, for its part, should 
incorporate immediately, and 
should consider itself as a 
grantee for future federal funds 
under the Emergency Health 
Services Act, particularly for 
funds under Section 1203 of that 
Act. 
The latter resolution, Har­ 
nisch explained, would assure 
that all counties within the re­ 
gion would benefit from any 
such 1,203 grants, also known as 
“ equipm ent” 
grants, 
that 
might be awarded to this area. 
Although the implementation of 
such grants might be sub-con­ 
tracted to another agency, the 
service area would still have to 
cover four counties, Harnisch 
said. 
The group also took the posi­ 
tion that the planning and de­ 
velopment effort would con­ 
tinue regardless of the acquisi­ 
tion of federal funds. 


A PLAN OF ACTION 
was 
introduced by Philip Hanna of 
the MVHPA staff who ex­ 
plained that, during the next 
year, the major concerns of the 
Council would relate to the 
planning and feasibility activi­ 
ties to be undertaken by MVH­ 
PA. 
At the next meeting, the or­ 
ganizational com m ittee will 
recom m end a m em bership 
structure, identifying key posi­ 
tions or occupations which 
would have to be represented 
on the Council.

amount of dollars per pupil. 
Under the new plan, the com­ 
mittee said, the state would 
“ guarantee a minimum yield of 
dollars per pupil in state and 
local funds combined for each 
mill of local property tax for 
operating public schools. 
To qualify for the guaranteed 
equal yield a district would 
have to levy 22 mills in the 1975- 
76 school year and 21 State 
Equalized Mills the following 
school year. 
The House-Senate committee 
recommended that the Board of 
Tax Appeals equalize property 
valuations and millage rates by 
real property classifications on 
an annual basis in school dis­ 
tricts. 
The 22 mill levy to qualify is 
an increase of two mills over 
the rate established in the cur 
rent school foundation formula. 
It was raised after State Sen 
O liver Ocasek D-27 Akron, 
called the 20-mill level “ totally 
repugnant” and threatened to 
file a minority report opposing 
it.

Ocasek got his way. He has 
been chosen by Democrats as 
new Senate president pro tern. 


The committee had intended 
to approve its entire 68-page re­ 
port on Friday hut by the time 
the legislators were done wres­ 
tling with the complexities of 
the new formula, it was late 
afternoon and another session 
was set for Tuesday. 


The new formula is aimed at 
offsetting more equitably the 
differences in property tax val­ 
uations so that a mill repre­ 
sents the same degree ol effort 
from district to district. 


The formula would guarantee 
$48 per pupil per mill for the 
first 20 equalized mills and $42 
per pupil for each additional 
mill between 20 and 30 mills 


The basic state aid for the 
formula will cost about $350 
million in new state funds over 
the first biennium, according to 
estimates. 


The plan would yield an aver 
age $1,000 per pupil in Ohio 
during the 1975*76 school year 
and about $1,250 by 1978-79. at 
the end of a four-year phase-in 
period, according to the com 
mittee 


The current deductible mil- 
lage school foundation formula 
is supposed to produce a min­ 
imum $660 per pupil. State aid 
is calculated by subtracting 
from

$660 figure the 
amount of money produced by 
25 mills in any given district 


leaders hope to bury here with a 
display of party unity.

Willie Brown, the fiery Cali­ 
fornia assemblyman who led a 
walkout at an August meeting 
on the charter, is once more in 
the thick of the battle. But 
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Brown declared, “i didn't come 
back here with the idea to walk 
out and we have not considered 
that.” 
For Robert S. Strauss, the 
party chairman who has spent 
the better part of two years 
working to assure unity here, 
the convention looms as a defi­ 
nite triumph.
